Wider Outlets Offered 

A further stimulus to the growing interest in tree planting and arboreal 
conservation has been given during the past three or four years by the 
activities of the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation organization who are promot- 
ing the growth and cultivation of trees as one of the activities essential to 
the retention and use of all available moisture. 

Instead of the war acting as a deterrent upon this important and 
highly necessary undertaking it should serve as a major factor in giving an 
additional impetus to programs of tree planting and forest conservation on 
the part of the individual, the community and the governments of the coun- 
try, for it would appear that trees may be destined to play an even more 
important role in our economy than heretofore, as a result of the conflagra- 
tion in Europe. 

One of the immediate effects of the war in prospect is a very substan- 
tial increase in tourist traffic from thé United States. It can be taken for 
granted that these prospective visitors will not only look for good roads 
and courtesy but they will search for attractive scenery and that means, in 
addition to fields of golden grain and neat farmsteads, the restful greenery 
of trees. If they do not find this greatest of assets to a holiday-maker, 


they may be expected to move on to some other section of the country | 


which has something more tempting to offer them and which will reap the 
benefit of the money they have to spend. 

It appears also as if the war may open a new vista of wealth to be. 
derived from the forests: of this country. Even before Norway had been 
invaded by Hitler's troops Roland D. Craig, chief economist of the Domin- 
ion forest service at Ottawa announced at the annual convention of the 
Canadian Society of Forestry Engineers that new markets will be opened 
to Canadian wood because the Baltic countries and eastern Buropean tim- 
ber producers have been practically shut off from world trade routes,

History Repeats Itself 


Nelson Victorious At Battle Of 
Copenhagen 189 Years Ago 


Almost exactly 139 years ago, says 
a writer in the New York Times, 


into the Kattegat. Nelson was not 
in chief command at the Battle of 
Copenhagen, but he won it, never- 
theless. It wasn’t one of his more 
glorious victories, but it had pro- 
found strategic results. It broke up 
the Russian, Danish, Swedish and 
Prussian league, scattered the only 
naval combination Great Britain had 
to fear, and left her in 
command of the seas. It proved one 
of the great steps in the long strug- 
gle between sea power and land 
power which ended in Napoleon's de- 
feat and exile. 

A jealous Admiralty had refused 
Neilson full command of the 53 ships 
in the expedition, and placed him 
second to Sir Hyde Parker, a far less 
competent officer. Nelson was out 
of sorts throughout the campaign; 
but the victor of the Nile tried his 
best to get on with his bungling su- 
perior. Perhaps he really won the 
Battle of Copenhagen at the Dogger 
Banks, for there he had caught and 
sent to Sir Hyde a remarkably fine 
turbot. Sir- Hyde was a famous 
trencherman. It is said the turbot 
did more than anything else to estab- 
lish workable relations between the 
two Admirals. Little things often 
count in great affairs.

Volcanic Dust Storm 
Awesome Spectacle That Changed 

Large Area In Southern Oregon 

A titanic volcanic dust ‘storm 
6,000 yars ago which caused a more 
precipitate migration of Americans 
than any “Diack blizzard” yet to 
sweep the dust bowl, was described 
to the National Academy of Sciences. 

The storm, which sent thousands 
of Indians fleéing from 5,000 square 
miles of what must have been one 
of their happiest hunting grounds, 
was caused by the eruption of 
Mount Mazama in the Cascade chain 
in southern Oregon. 

In one of the last eruptions with- 
in the present boundaries of the 
United States, the volcano blew its 
top off and sent columns of fine 
dust thousands of feet into the air 
The dust then was 
winds to a depth of six inches over 
the 56,000 square mile area, Dr. 
Howell Williams of the University 
of California, related. 

The awesome spectacle must have 
been seen and heard for hundreds of 
miles, he said, because molten fava 
poured down the mountainside into 
glaciers 1,000 feet, deep and more 
than 10 miles long, generating ter- 
rific clouds of steam. The lava also 
ran_ through canyons for a distance 
of 45 miles and burned forests in its 
path. 

The final eruption created one of 
America’s scenic beauties Crater 
lake, a stretch of blue water six 
miles wide and 4,000 feet deep.

British Columbia Every Month 

Trainioads of British Columbia's 
lumber consigned to Great Britain 
have been -pagsing through Calgary 
recently on the way to Saint John 
and Halifax for ocean shipment un 
der convoy to British ports. 

The shipment of coast lumber 
overland instead of by way of the 
Panama Canal is due to the neces 
sity of curtailing the convoy duties 
of the British navy. Shortly after 
the war began, the British Columbia 
lumber companies, chief source of 
lumber supply for the United King- 
dom, received orders of about 400,- 
000,000 feet from the British Govern- 
ment. While these involved no pro- 
duction problem, the difficulty of 
transportation soon became a matter 
of grave concern.

conferences at 
the Canadian railway com- 
panies agreed to impose special low 
rates on lumber—82 cents per 100 
pounds Atlantic maritine ports 
and 75 cents to St;-Lawrence ports 
It is expected that the shipment of 
lumber from British Columbia will 
be intensified as soon as the St 
Lawrence route from Montreal 
opened 

The rail movement enables the 
j lumber companies to ship faster and 
|with a minimum of ships. Ordinar- 
ily the cost of overland shipment 
would be prohibitive but present 
plans are to ship from 40 to 60 mil- 
| lion feet of lumber to Britain every 
jmonth. This will provide business 
| for the railways as well as keep the 
| British Columbia mills running to 
fair capacity. 

Accarding to a statement in the 
monthly ‘business review, issued by 
the Vancouver Province, continued 
activity in lumber is vital to British 
Columbia's economy. The lumbering 
industry in that province now repre- 
sents a capital investment of $40,- 
000,000, giving employment to 28,000 
people.

Making Home In Canada 


German Refugee Says He Can Feel 
Really Free Now 

“No one who has not lived under 
Hitler can understand the terror of 
the Nazi regime,” said Walter 
Herbst, German, who arrived re- 
cently in Toronto, his new home. 

He did not feel really free from 
Hitler until he arrived in Canada, 
and with reason, When he was an 
hour out of Amsterdam, flying to 
London, his plane turned back to 
miss a fierce Nazi-British air duel. 
With him were his 80-year-old father, 


» & 70-year-old aunt, his wife, son and 


daughter, In Toronto he joined his 
brother, Frederick Herbst, who came 
with his wife and two daughters, 
Elizabeth and Ursula, a year ago. 

The Herbsts were, until 1934, 
owners of a factory in Mannheim, 
employing 1,500. They left Germany 
in 1934 because they refused to be- 
lieve that to be a German was to 
be a Nazi. Now. they will work to- 
gether in a small similar factory in 
Toronto, where they employ 10 Cana- 
dians and expect to employ many 
more in the future. 

His brother feels he has been here 
long enough to express an opinion 
and says the thing that strikes him 
most is Canada's beauty. 

“Your home life here is 100 times 
better than in Europe. There for in- 
stance, when people move they take 
the bathtub with them if they have 
one and all the fixtures.”

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A Golden Age 
Scientists Say Outlook For The Fu- 
ture Is Very Bright 

A warless “golden age” of civil- 
ization in the near future is predict- 
ed by Dr. Kirtley Mather of Harvard 
University. 

Speaking as a geologist who 
thinks in epochs of thousands and 
millions of years in the past and to- 
ward similar periods of time in the 
future, Dr. Mather told the Society 
of Sigma XI, honorary scientific 
fraternity, meeting in conjunction 
with the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, that 
man is still in the elementary stages 
of this evolution as the dominant 
creature of the earth. 

In the long-range view of history 
and pre-history the First Great War 
and the present one are childish 
“spats” which, when settled by nec- 
essity, will bring the world eventu- 
aly into a co-operative organization 
to make full use of the natural re- 
sources of the earth and the benefits 
of scientific endeavor, he declared. 

Present natural resources of soil, 
coal, oil, minerals, plants plug the 
ingenuity of science can provide a 
comfortable existence for every per- 
son on earth, even though the num- 
ber may be doubled during the next 
1,000 years, he said. 

Individuals and nations are at war 
to-day for control of these essentials 
to life, even though science is mak- 
ing “automobile steering wheels 
from soy beans, piano keys from 
‘cottage cheese, metal and rubber 
substitutes from corn cobs” and is 
directing more money to research on

Few Areas Where Grasshoppers Will

The only area where severe infes- 
tation of grasshoppers is expected in 
Saskatchewan this year is in the 
southwest corner, south of the Cy- 
press Hills. K. M. King, Dominion 
entomologist, indicated this in a re- 
cent release, adding that the infest- 
ed area includes part of Alberta and 
Montana, 

Eggs were laid in this area after

foodstuffs, war supplies and of large 
numbers of troops from Canada's in- 
land to the Atlantic seaboard to 
await convoying to Great Britain is 
proof of the predominant role which 
Canada's great railway system will 
play during the war. 

The picture of Canadian trans- 
portation would not be complete, 
however, if the other major factors, 
which play their part in the convey- 
ing of goods and men, were not 
mentioned. 

Within Canada’s frontiers lies a 
great inland system of water trans- 
port, Ships plying the waters of the 
Canadian Great Lakes are an im- 
portant, agency in the freighting of 
goods, especially wheat and other 
essentials from the vast production 
area’ of Western Canada. 

Much improvement has also been 
brought about during intervening 
years betwen this and the last war 
in motor transportation. Canadian 
highways are vastly better and hard- 
surfaced roads throughout the Do- 
minion are travelled daily by freight 
bearing trucks of enormous size. 

To add a final touch to the pic- 
ture, mention must be made of the 
gigantic strides made in air trans- 
port. Not only are thousands of 
miles of transcontinental and’ branch 
airlines, with valuable facilities and 
personnel, a prime factor in trans- 
portation, but they are contributing 
greatly to the Empire Training Plan, 
the biggest factor in Canada's war 
effort. 


War Charities Grow 


Providing For The Welfare And 
Comfort Of Enlisted Men 

The effort of men and women 
throughout Canada to provide, as far 
as ble, for the welfare and com- 
fort of enlisted men and their de- 
pendents steadfastly continues with 
enthusiasm, according to W. Gordon 
Gunn, Administrator of the War 
Charities Act, To date over four 
hundred separate organizations have 
registered under the Act. These do 
not include branches or chapters of 
national organizations, which num- 
ber in the thousands. 

Recently a flow of applications 
have been received from Norwegians 
in Canada or Canadians of Nor- 
wegian descent, for registration of 
funds, principally directed to the aid 
of refugees from the war which has 
been visited upon their homeland. 

War charities fall into two dis- 
tinct groups; those working as @ 
unit of a national organization and 
those that work independently for a 
moral localized purpose, such as, the 
provision of welfare for men enlisted 
from a particular locality. All these 
characters are required by the War 
Charities Act to make complete re- 
turns and submit statements to the 
government covering their funds,

IMPORTANT NOTICE 


As announced by the Minister of Finance, the Foreign Exchange Acquisi- 
tion Order, 1940, has been enacted by Order-in-Council under the authority 
of the War Measures Act. 


Unless exempted by the Order, every resident of Canada who, on May 
Ist, 1940, has any foreign currency in his possession, ownership or control, 
whether in Canada or outside Canada, is required forthwith to sell such 
foreign currency to an Authorized Dealer (i.e. a branch of a chartered 
bank) for payment in Canadian dollars at the official buying rate of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board. 


“Foreign currency”, for the purposes of the Order, means any cur- 
rency (excluding coin) other than Canadian currency and includes bank 
notes, postal notes, money orders, cheques, travellers’ cheques, prepaid Jet- 
ters of credit, bank drafts and other similar instruments payable in any 
currency other than Canadian currency, and also includes any amount in 
foreign currency of which a resident has a right to obtain payment by rea- 
son of a deposit, credit or balance of any kind at or with a bank, savings 
bank, trust company, loan company, stockbroker, investment dealer or 
other similar depository. 


The Order does not require the sale of any foreign securities. . 


The Order does not affect any foreign currency, deposit or securities 
of any non-resident of Canada and for greater certainty the Order ex- 
pressly declares that a non-resident visiting Canada for business or pleas- 
ure for a period or periods not exceeding six months in the year continues 
to be a non-resident for thé purposes of the Order unless such person 
—L a has entered Canada with the intention of becoming a permanent 
resident. 


No resident is required to sell any foreign currency if he satisfies 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board that he held such foreign currency 
on May Ist, 1940, solely as trustee or agent for a non-resident and that 
the non-resident’s interest therein had not been acquired from a resident 
since September 15th, 1939, except in a manner approved by the Board, 


Under certain conditions stipulated in Section 1 (b) of the Order, 
a resident who is not a Canadian citizen may be granted exemption, but 
only after application for exemption is approved by the Board. 


No life insurance company incorporated in Canada is required by the 
Order to sell any foreign currency which it needs for the purpose of carry- 
ing on its business outside Canada. 


Further particulars may be obtained from branches of chartered 
banks. Any resident who has any foreign currency in his possession, 
ownership or control on May Ist, 1940, regardless of amount, should con- 
sult his bank at once in order to ascertain the extent to which he is 
affected by the Order.
